to serve just in the eame way that a well known Nonconformist like Mr, Samnel 
| Morley supported one of the resolutions of the meeting. The breadth and liberalit 
of Dean Stanley’ssentiment entitled him to the respect of all interested in tstigias 
liberty, and he united, to his freedom of thought and skill in reconciling the new 
discoveries of science with'a deep seated rellglous feeling, a real reverence of the 
history of his religion and especially of that part of it which is identical with — 
history of our own. His lectures on the Jewjsh Church and his fascioating 
account of the Holy Land are not the least interesting works of Arthur Penrhyn 
Stanley, and we are qnite sure that there will be among our readers many who 
would desire to do honour to his memory, .That this desire should be mavifested 
by assisting to place a monument of the late'Dean of Westminister an} Lady. 
Augusta Stanley in Westminster Abbey and in beauti’ying a portion of that : 
national edifice does not necessarily iavolve an objection on the part of Jewish | 
Englishmen. We are interested with other Englishmen in the beauty of the 
ancient fane which has become the resting place of so many of our greatest 
men. 


THE REV. PROF. D. W. MARKS, | 
The Senior Minister of the West London Synagogue of British Jews, was 
the hero of a very interesting gatheriog on Sunday at the Synagogue Berkeley 
Street. The cccasion of the 70th anviversary of his birthday, which be will 
celebrate to-morrow, was taken advantage of by his flock to present to him g 
substantial proof of their affection and esteem. It is seldom that a Jewish 
minister can make so satisfactory a retrospect of his ministrations as could 
Professor Marks on Sunday. His career has been singularly consistent as it bag 
been remarkably successful. We are now able to regard the movement which 
led to the establishment of the West London Synagogue of British Jews with 
dispassionate justice, freo from the unfortunate prejudices which were engen- 
dered at the time. There cannot now be a member of the community who does 
not regret the mistaken ‘! declaration ”’ of Dr. Herschell, the lateChief Rabbi. It 
has been buried with other similar documests prompted by similar narrowness 
of thought aud feeling. Much has happened since then, aud Time, the Great 
Healer, has closed the gaping wounds caused by the secession. Historical 
justice and truth demand that the almission should be made that however 
great a mistake was the eecession, the manner in which it was met 
-was a far greater mistake. Dut let the dead Past bury its dead. It must 
never be forgotten that the congregation has steadily adhered to its origioal 
programme. In fact, there has been manifested among the younger members 
a distinctly conservative feeling. This conservative element may exercise 
an important infleence upon tiie future of the congregation. Professor 
Marke ventured upon a prophecy on Sunday to the effsct that the time 
would come when no synagogue in England would be without its organ, We 
had wished that he would express an aspiration more pregnant with the sub- 
stantial consvlidation and unity of the community. We bope the time will come 
when the spirit of the prayer whichthe reverend Professor off-red up on the day of 
the consecration of the first synagogue of his congregationwill auiwate the wembera, 
If there is much due to them to atone for mistakes in the past, much can also 
be reasonably expected from them. The sacrifices necessary for a re-establishment 
of the unity broken forty years should vot be all on ove side: the sacrifices 
on neither need be those of cherished principles. The United Synagogue was 
founded upon a basis which admits of wide modifications, Neither by the intro: 
duction of organs nor musical arrangements, however elaborate, can the healthy 
vitality of the community be increased, but rather by lengthening the cords | 
and strengthening the stekes’ of the community so that all our places of worsbip 
shall be embraced within what should be in fact as well a3 in. name the

A deputation of the Jewish community at Presburg was received in apecial 


aniience by the Emperor of Austria on the 12th ult., to present to hia Majesty 
the customary gift of “Martini Geese.” No one is able to acconnt for the 
origin of this ancient custom, since the archives of the Jewish community in. 


Presborg, which alone could have thrown authoritative light on the subject, were 
destroyed by fire in 1809, when the town was ocenpied by the French. Variots 
conjectures, of more or less ludicrous: character, have been made respecting this 


custom, which, according to some, dates back to the time of the invasion of the. 


‘Tartars, and, according to others, was first observed at the commencement of 


the present century. A large dish from the Imperial plate-room was lent to the — 


deputation, who placed thereon tho ‘geese, which were decorated with ribbons 
in the national colours. When the Presburg community was split up into two 
sections, a dispute arose as to which congregation should henceforth present the 
geese. The difficulty was settled by the Ewperor himself, who decided in favour 
of the orthdox congregation, |

‘In case it should please kind Providence to take mo from this world before I 
return home, or before I can make a: y other will. [ wish that all I possess should be 
divided in the following manner:—To my dear wife, Charlotte Rothschild, [ hereby 
give and leave for her lifetime and for her use entirely my houss in Piccadilly, with 
everything in it—furniture, pictures, silver, &c., Ko, kc, T also leave her my house 
at Gunnersbury, with all the land around it, for her use during her lifetima, with 
everything in it—furniture, pictures, &c, &o., &o. [also leave her an annuity of 
£25,000, to be paid quarterly out of the first money paid into my account. I also 
leave her the sum of £10:.,000, to be paid to her immediately, for her own use, and 
that she may do with it whatever she hkes. ‘To my son Nathaniel [ wish to be paid 
during the lifetime of my dear wife every year the sum of £5,000. To my son 
Alfred the same amount; and to my son Leopold, after he is of age, the same sum, 
but with the consent of his mother.

It 
ia calculated, in the first place, to hamper the entrance of foreign Jews into 
Ronmania, and also, and more particalarly, to aggravate the sojourn of Jows io 
this conotry. Itistrus that this new edict speaks of “ foreigoers,’’ but one 
peed not read between the lines at once to preeive that its main spirit is 


“The travelling in the country places, in roral communes, and-at fairs, 
without a pass for free passage, is forbidden. Avy coutravention of this rule 


thus travelling, as being without a travelling license. After thirty days from | 
the promulgation of the present act all foreigners must be in possession of such 
asses for free sojourn and free travelling ia this country. These passes will 

attached to passports, which will have to be given up to the Prefecture for 
preservation.” | | 

These are, in substance, the dispositions of the new law. In order) 
however, to corroborate what I first said, and to prove that this law has 
solely the Jews for its object, I may cite an instance of practical application of 
this Jaw against a Jew, in anticipation. Mr Eliezer Rokeach, the editor of a 
Hebrew newspaper, published at Piatra, an Austrian subject, and who had a 
passport duly wiséd at the Austrian Consulate at Jassy, was passed on to his 
country some weeks ago uoder a strong escort, by order and decision of the 
Prefecture, notwithetanding, according to the new regulation, the ministry alone 
have the right to decide on soch cases. Tne Anstrian Government, who have 
been informed of this particular case, is since in official communication with 
Roomania. Whether Austria would earnes'ly endeavour to bring to bear on 
Roumesnia ber diplomatic power is a matter of donbt, as Austria has always 
shown little inclination effectually to protect the Jews here. Another ins'ance 
of gross injustice is the following case. A coreligionist, who has been living 
in the capital for these thirty years, after the absence of a few davs returned to 
Bucharest. Arrived at the railway station, the pulice took hold of him and 
imprisoned hia on account of his not baving a passport ; it required the inter- 
vention of his friends to make his release possible, Soch cruel acta are com- 
mitted againet the Jews, even before the law alluded to has attained force. 


The violent excitements against the unhappy Jews are contiuued with much 
pore. At Berlda some individuals, who style themselves ‘ revolution- 
ate.” distribute placards amongst the Christian population, calling upon them 
no longer to let houses to Jews, otherwise the lessors would have to suffer for 
it. At Galatz a band of wretches. under the pompons name of “ Executive 
Committee,’ address threatening lettera to Jews calling upon them te leave 
Galatz, should they not like to become the victims of popular outbursts. At 
Pisiceti the same symptoms of excitement against us are noticeable. At 
Bucharest the studente, imitating the example of their professors and of the 
Judenfressers, convene weetings, warning the popolation not to enter into any 
dealn gx with the Jews, At Jassy some pamphlets are being ci:culated among 
the public inciting the masses to acts of revenge against the Jews. The press, 
on the other hand, avails itself of every opportunity to spread wholesale false.

ary class. The Conncil looked with anxiety to the comparatively small sum syh. 
scribed annually and they ventured to hope that they might be better supported in 
‘that respect in the. future. 
The financial statement showed an income of about £1.163 (inc'nding age9 
annual subscriptions. £681 donations, and £100 10s. 6¢.), against an expenditure of 
£1 274, of which the principal items were £621 salaries, £129 rent, and £115 bur. 
saries to students. 
The Rev. Dr. H. ADLER, in moving the adoption of the Report and Balance. 
Sheet, said that whilst the Council had properly call-d attention to the necessity for 
better support, since the nerrus rerum wes of vital importance to the continued 
ex'stence of the College, the community should also be informed of the necessity 
which existed for keeping up an adequate supplv of pupils. There was a great lack 
of competent teachers for the metropoiis and the provinces. In the latter, especially, 
a large number of schools suffered from the want of Jewish teachers. Even in 
London, the authorities of a school in Chicksand Street had aivertised in vain forg — 
Hebrew teacher. In some provincial congregations there were good openings for 
teachers, and, in addition, new congregations were constantly springing up. Only 
during the previous week he had sent a synagogue official to Cork in Ireland, and 
another to a place of which few ia the room had probably ever heard, viz , Beaufort 
West in South Africa. The College afforled an excellent opening for the sons of the 
working classes and if all could not expect to attain high positions, they might look 
forward to obtain good posts as teachers 

The Rev. A. L. GREEN, who seconded the motion, agreed with Dr. Adler that 
there ~as an immense necessity for teachers, but he believed they would never get 
competent teachers or ministers unlers the congregations offered them adequate 
salaries. It was. owing to the insufficient salaries now given that the dearth of 
such officials arose, and he was of opinion that this fact should be brought to the 
notice ot the congregations through the press, in order to remind them that if they 
wished to have efficient ministers or teachers, they should make some sacrifices in 
order to give them better remuneration than they received at present. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he coincided with the views expressed by Mr. Green.

We have so fully given the main points discussed in Dr. ApuER’s 
excellent article that we need scarcely refer to the details of his treatment. 
Of the tone in which it is couched no terms can be too high. Nota word, 
not a reference jars on the feelings : the laws of good taste are everywhere 
obeyed. The tacts and arguments are lett to tell their own tale while the 
righteous indignation of the writer 1s only permitted to be seen in the 
earnestness of diction. The quiet irony with which the Prorgssor’s slang 
—‘‘hard-shell Jew,” &c.—is adopted and made ridiculous, is excellent. 
Turning from manner to matter, we receive the same satisfaction from 
the argument with which the main accusation of the Professor is rebutted. 


Dr. Hermann Ap ver shows both from the Bible and the later authorities 


that the ideal of Judaism is in no way tribal, but connected most closely with 
the larger issues of humanity. After having shown this it was open to him 
to have allowed some stronger feeling of brotherhood among those who have 
been repositories of the great truths of Judaism than that of community of 


faith. The reverend Doctor, however, contends most strenously that the bond 


that join Jew and Jew is purely and solely religious. We fearthat patent facts 
cannot be so easily put out of court by assertion. It was surely possible to 


allow some scope to the feelin g of community between fellow sufferers in a great 


cause without failing to deny that there is any common principle of action 


inimical to the best interests of mankind among the Jews of the world. Until | — 
it can be shown that Jewish feeling which embraces the Jews of all the world | 
can be opposed te the progress of civilization, there need be no shame or 
reticence or owning that in addition to.the bond of faith, a feeling of common | 
aims and history animates the whole of Israzn.

Unfortunately, 
the time is now passed when any influence could be brought to bear on the 
Rassian Government. Six months ago we were in possession of facts 
enough to have appealed to the English people to raise their voices against 
such acts of tyranny and oppression.

The present conjuncture is one that has made a call at once so sudden and s0 
overwhelming in its gravity upon the intelligence, the will, the resources of the 
Jewish people, their fidelity to their own cause, and. to the cause of civilization and 

of God, that it behoves all those who speak or write of this fatefal hour to be not 

less patient than searching in their criticism. In a communication which appeared — 
in this journal lately, I expressed in words not equivocal the views which, necessarily, 
ought at first to suggest themselves to any man of strong. feeling in regard to — 
obligation of action imposed by the situation in Russia upon their prosperous and 
powerful brethren in other lands.

| sections, in the face of this searchingly critical age ; the one undergoing a sentence 
mee of lingering death by torture at the hands of semi-civilized governments and peoples ; 
< the other, eating and drinking, making merry, buying and selling, giving in 
marriage, at a distance of a few hours’ journey, and doing practically nothing for 


the elementary obligations of Judaism viewed as a religion; and it would in all 
probability react most mischievously upon the pésition of Jews even in lands of 
Bs i their completed emancipation at no distant date. And such moral effacement 
ane of themselves on the part of the more happily situated Jews of :the world 


MH seems to me something so inconceivable that it can hardly be necessary to do more 
= £ 4 than glance at it as a bare possibility ; one of those extreme issues of events which 
: : opN needs must be taken into logical account, to fix the landmarks of the subject, upon 
i ay the principle which obliges us to subject a piece of mechanism upon which we have 
re aE togely for daily safety to the strain of exaggerated tests before putting it to use. 


Discarding. however, as false to the very theory and principle of Jewish exist- 
ence, this extreme possibility of an unbroken passivity in presence of the Russian ~ 
horrors and dangers, there still remains enough to inspire deep anxiety in the mind 
of anyone who is not a slave to the fashionable fatalism of the day which, bel'eving 
that man has come up from the tadpole, would watch with serene indifference his 
going down again to that lower organic level.

‘defence. Reason here, mere cold analysis of the situation, may come in the second 
place to mitigate and qualify the first sense of grief and surprise.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


A NARRATIVE FROM THE BORDERS, 
LYOK, Dec. 6TH, 1881, 
, It is almost impossible in the limited space placed at my disposal in a weekly 
journal to describe all the sufferings which our coreligionists in Russia have to 
endure at the present time, Darker and darker become the clouds which are 
gathering over the horizon. The latest intelligence which reaches me from Kieff 
(and my information is thoroughly reliable) is to the following effect. Bofore 
the Governor General left that city for St. Petersburg he gave orders that in the 
two principal commeércial sections of the city, Kreshishatek and Podol, only such 
Jews might reside as had already been members of a guild for a period of five 
years, or who had served in the army for twenty-five years under the Emperor 
Nicholas. Ali other Jews, even those who were authorized to live in any part 
of the town, were to be banished to the suburbs of Ploskaja and Liebedskaja. 
On account of the pestilential air which pervades them, these two districts are 
notorious as being the most unhealthy parts of Kieff. Qa the 12:h November 
the Governor-General left St. Petersburg to return to his post, avd at once the 
police actively commenced to put the ukase into force. More than 20,000 Jews 
will have to give up their occupations and their dwellings, and retire to the 
dreaded Ghetto. : 

It is barely possible to picture to ourselves the terrible situation of our 
coreligionists,. From Podol alone more than 6 000 families will have to depart, 
amorg them being many merchants of the first guild, who unfortunately for 
themselves, have pot yet been members for five years, and others again who 
own legally acquired house property. What are these poor people to do in the 
unhealthy Ghetto? Many thousands have already paid one year’s rent, and 
will have to quit without any portion of the money being returned to them. My 
— informant telis me that Herr Hesse, the Governor of the town, who ivterceded forthe 
Jews and requested that the calamity with which they were threatened should 
be averted, has beea dismissed from his post. The Governor-Geuvral has sworn 
that.be will not rest until the Jews bave been driven from Kicff, “I or the 
Jews inust go!’ is his publicly uttered declaration. : 


Our corcligionists have lost all hope, even the wealthy and prominent Jewr | 


in St. Petersburg perceive that there is no promice of improvement. But what | 
have mentioned is but a slight example of what we have to expect when all the 
epecial commissions have concluded their labours Whn at the commencement 
of the persecutions at Elizabethgrad and Kieff, a Jewish deputation was 
received in a cordial manner by the emperor, a hope was entertained that bstter 
times were in store for the Jows.. Bat the members of the deputation knew 
even then that the hops was a delusion. They estimated at their true value the 
expressious of the E:nperor when he spoke to them of the manner in which the 
Jews fleeced their neighbours. Nor have we forgotten that when a few years 


ago the notorious enemy of the Jews, Lutostansky, dedicated his work against: 


- our people to the Czarewitch (the present Emperor) the Prince not only thanked, 
him, but accompanied his letter with a gift of 6.000 roubles. Unhappily for us 
Alexander IIL. is opposed to the Jews. , 

From the Goveroment of Wolhynia I learnt that the Governor has ordered 
the expulsion, from the towns of Kremnitz, Dubna, Constantine, and Wiadimir, 
of Jews who did not live there before the year 1858. Thousands of our brethren 
are selling their landed and movable property at ridiculously low prices. The

It is estimated that if the Jews should be forbidden to trade in spirituous

The following is a translation of the text, as published in the Oficial 
Messenger-of St. Petersburg, of the ministerial decree relative to the appointment 
of an Ultlicial Commission to consider the Jewish question: —“ As the period is 
not far distant when the local enquiries relative to the Jewish question will have 
to be brought to a close, it ia believed that the time has approached to thiok of 
utilising both the materials collected by the several Commissions and the con- 
clusions 4t which they have arrived. The provisional Commission for organising 
the mode of the existence of the Jews suspended its labours from the moment 
that the task incutnbent upon it was confided to the department of the executive 
police. As soon as it was judged necessary to suspend the activity of this 
Commission, the Minister of the Interior buambly proposed the cons'itution of a 
Special Commission to study the Jewish question in al! its bearings, to devise 
means for regulating the relations of the indigenous population with the Jewish 
population, and finally, to present the projects thus elaborated for legislative 
approbation.” The Commission is to consist of per vanent members, representa- 
tives of varions authorities, and certain members of the local Commissions, . 

In accordance wita tiis uocice, was by the Emperor, the 
Commission has been placed under the presidency ot Privy Councillor Gotowzew 
of the Ministry of the Interior, and includes representatives of the Mivisters of 


the Interior, Finance, the Imperial Domains, War and Public Instruction, and 


other prominent functionaries. | 

The Oficial Messenger of St. Petersburg publishes a ministerial order, 
according the full rights of citizens to the Karaites on the ground thet they 
profess a religion different from the Jewish faith. 

It is quite clear that Russia does not regard with satisfaction the reference 
in President Arthur's address to Congress to the treatment of the Jews ion Raassia, 
A more than usual bitternees of spirit dictated an article in Novoe Vremya in 
which the writer states that American swindlers have evidently expressed their

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THE LATE LEONARD MONTEFIORE. —

— 


Within the last fow woeka the chief essays and letters published during | | 


hia lifetime by the late Leonard Mont: fiore, have been bronght together, and, 
prefaced by a brief memoir, have been privately printed by his fanily for 
-circolation among bis friends. A very mournful ivterest attaches to the volame 
and although the manner of its publication renders it undesirable that we should 


abject it to a formal review, it becomes our doty, as chroviclersof contemporary 


Jewish history to make some record of its appearance, The book forms the 
moet valaable memorial, that will probably ever see the light, of a brief life 
indicating so rare a promise that every authentic detail re ating to it must of 


necessity be highly prized. ‘To the young men of the Jewish community, the — 


pages of the memoir expecially appeal. They present the examole of a well 


directed career with the ontline of which at any rate they shonldbe mada fally 
acquainted. Born in 1853 and dying in 1879, Leonard Montefiore gained within 


two years, at the clorcof ashort life of twenty-six years, an almost unique 
repotation among his countryman as a man of Jetters, a political observer 
and a practical philanthropist. His width of sympathy. and his genial 


disposition brongbt bim at the same time into friendly intercourse with all classes — 


of society, and gave a peculiar life and reality to his opinions and his specula- 
tions, Hie first published easay was a criticism of Heine which appeared io the 


Fortnightly Review of 1877 and bia last production of importance was a review — 


of the political fecling ot the inhabitants of Alsace and Lorraine which appeared 
in the Nineteenth Century of 1879. The subject with which he chirfly identified 
his name in historical Jiterature was recent and current German history and he 
had the privilege of welcomisg in the columns of the Atheneum the publication 


of the only considerable work on modern Germany that tas appeared in this ° 


conntry within recent times—Pro‘ersor Secley’s Life of Stein.” We learn 
from the Memoir before us that Montefiore contemplated ai complete 
history of Germany from the date of the Wer of Liberation, and we feel 
sure that had he lived to fulfil this project he would have earned the gratitude ° 
of all English stujente of history by supplying a want that becomes tnore 
and more pressing as the century advances. The chief evidence of his 
political sagacity was dieplayed in his letters to the Times, under the signature 
of ‘An English Liberal in Berlio.” They were written in the autumn of 
1878, and their value as contributions to Euglishman’s knowledge of Germen 
politics may be gathered from the details of his visit to Germany in that year 
which we find recorded in the Memoir. Bunsen, Lasker, Gneist and von Sy bel 
were among the friends in whose company he spent his time, and it was under 
their guidance he gained his insight into the practical working of the political 


constitation of Germany. Bot it is upon his philanthropic schemes at 


which he Jaboured in this country that many of his friends and countrymen 
would doubtless desire most stress to be laid. His Jove of equality 
and his almost Quixotic contempt for fashion enabled him to stand in relajions 
to the poor which few, in bis position in life, conld have assumed. A weekly 
visitor to the workhouse at Oxford almost from the beyinniog until the close of 
his undergraduate career, a voluntary teacher of English literature to a class of 
pupil teachers at one of the lower grade schools of the town, an enthusiastic 
and Jaborious worker at the East-end of London when he had ceased to ba a 
rtodent at the University, a lectureron popular subjects at the Jewish Working 
Men'sClubin Aldgate or to the poorer inhabitants ot Aston Clinton and Salisbury, 
he never failed, wherever his lot happened to be cast, to attempt something to 
elevate the standard of comfort among those classes which in wealth or culture 
were inferior to hbisown. Not the least typical of bis aiins was the improvement 
of the social and political status of womao—a subject which he treated with 
forcible intelligence in bis writings and speeches. | 
We bave not space, however, to dwell on these facta at greater length ; but 
we could wish that the volume in which they are récorded could at some future 
time be made more accessible to the general public Such a career as that of 
Leonard Monte fi re is too rarely witnessed to permit us tu contemplate with 
equanimity the possibility of its being forgotten. We hope that the publication 
ot the Memoir and his writings in anether form may give us before long the 
Opportunity of dwelling again on his high aims and achievements,

Emigrant Reef Committee of New York, was held in that City on the 27th

emigrants had arrived, that many wore were on their way, and that 15 946. 
dollars had been subscribed, of which all bat 2,000 dollara had. been disbursed.

Moreover, the new arrival happily belongs to the still smaller store of our inscribed 


Hittite. stones, whose legends are so severe'y taxing the ingenuity of the students. 


who are secking to unriddie the undeciphered ancient language in which they are 
written. The monuments of this kind hitherto to be found in the British 


Museum were of rectangular shape, and present-d nothing buat flat surfaces covered — 


unknown characte:s, recalling partly Egyptian hieroglyphs, partly the cunsi- 


form characters of Baby'onia and Assyria, yet not without a strong family likeness 
to the letters and ryllables of the Cypriote alphabet, The bulk of the stones on — 
which the Hittite hieroglyphs are seen have been brought from Jerablus, the 


generally accepted site of the ( archemish, while others have been found at; Hamath 
and elsewbere in Syria, aud some in various pa'ts of Asia Mincr, The latest and. 


most important of those with which this country has been enriched comes from 
 Aleopo, where it was brought under the novice of the late Mr, Geo ge Smith. and — 


has pow been forwarded by Consul Henderson to our national! co!lection Tne monn- 
‘ment is hemicylindrical in shape. The front is sculptured, representing in fairly
